The view has teen advanced Jn 
more than one quarter that during the 
next two or three centuries invention 
probably will be in the direction of 
imitating the wonderful economy and 
the simple, direct methods of Nature.

One of the most universotly popular in- 
gredients in dentifri «« is powdered 
chalk. It is inexpensive harmless nud 
effective, its chief vaine being the neu- 
tralizing of acids in the mouth.

French Scheme For Draining the. 

Clouds of Electricity. 

Assuming’ that electricity in the 
clonds is the sole cause of the produc- 
tion of ball, experiments are being 
made in France with apparatus desig- 
buted as “electric Niagarus“ to “drain” 
the clouds of electricity. 

In installing the apparatus huge cop- 
per points, bound tegether by bands | 
of the same metal, are placed on the 
summit of a high tower or chimney, i 
very much in the same way as light- 
ning rods. 

These are connected with a copper 

band, which leads to the ground and 

ends in a reservoir filled with water. 

By this route, says Popular Mechanics, 
the atmospheric electricity fluws down 
into the earth, The first sudden charge 
is replaced by a permanent one, which 

' empties the clouds, so to speak. 

The experiments with “electric Ni- 

‘ agaras™ have been carried on for some 
time, but M. Violle, a méniber of the 
French Academy of Sciences delegated 

to judge the results, reports that it is

valne, A test on a far larger scale was 


| considered necessary, and quite re- 
cently the installation of an apparatus 
| of exceptional capacity was completed 
on the Biffel tower.

WASHINGTON MONUMENT.

The Washi:.gton monument rises 80 
high above the ground and seems so 
far removed from any source of wa- 
| tor except the clouds that it Is. sur- 
prising to learn that one can in effect 
meet with springs of water as oue 
climbs upward or steps downward in 
It. using bis legs instead of the ele- 
vator, writes the Washington corre- 
spondent of the Bostoa Advertiser. 

Those so industrious report that the- 
monument is found quite wet inside 
and that pools of water are on many 
of the landings and the water trickles 
from the cracks In the stones or the 
interstices between them. It appears 
that the monument has not been point- 
ed in a long time, and hence when the 
rains beat on the high shaft the water 
trickles through or is absorbed io 
some manner, and then, furthermore, 
some of the damp air above is sucked 
through from the four windows high 
up and becomes dew and actual wa- 
ter through the cool air met far down 
in the shaft, . ~ . — 

It is also said by those who have 
tried walking np or down the shaft 
that a number of these stones in the 
interior are badly cracked.

Perhaps the most notable character. | 


istic of King Frederick VIII. of Den. 
mark, wh sudder death occurred 
some weeks ago, was his entire lack 
of ostentatiousness. He was one of 
the most democratic of monarchs, and 
a man who, like his father, King 
Christian, whom. he succeeded in 1906, 
preferred the quiet, nel oe life of a 
country gentleman to that of the court 
and society» This characteristic mark- 
ed his whole life. 


Copenhagen he lived not in his fath. 
er's palace. but in students’ lodgings, 
and boasted of the fact that as a boy 
he used to black his own boots. He 
began his military training as a sim- 
ple soldier in the ranks, being in due 
time promoted to the rank of ser- 
geant, and .was probably the only 
tc A monarch with such a re- 
cord, 

His late Majesty, however, cared 
more for study than soldiering, parti- 
cularly historical study, while he took 
the deepest interest in educational 
questions. Indeed, he was often term- 
ed the “Royal schoolmaster of Eu- 
rope.“ He not only always maintain- 
ed that the most important considera- 
tion to a nation was the training of 
its children, but he made a practice 
of visiting the schools of his country 
and examining the pupils, to whom 
| he gave prizes. 

He was intensely interested in chil- 
dren, and always liked to make the 
acquaintance of any E who 
attracted his notice. On one occasion, 
when walking near Char ottonlund 
Castle, he saw a nurse playing with 
two English children—a Loy and a 
gt. who were twins—on the 1 
e asked the nurse whose chi 
| they were. 1 

“That is a curious question,” said 
thy nurse, in English, “for I cannot 
see why they should interest you.” 

The King answered, also in English: 
“I am sorry that I have Leen inquisi- 
tive without introducing myself to 
you. I am King Frederick, and my 
N is Queen Alexandra of Eng- 
and.“ 

The nurse at once answered his

King Frederick was extremely fond 
of traveling .ncognito, and Was rather 
fond of visiting Paris with bis wife, 
Queen Louise—who, 5 the way, is the 
tallest Queen in Christendom, being 
considerably over six feet in height. 
As a matter of fact, he and his Wife 
‘were the first foreign royal couple to 
visit the President of the Frerch Re- 
public in state at the Elysee. 

Although he was 8 fond 
of study, the late King was à keen 
business man, and eyeing > it is 
said, in more than doubling the large 
fortune the Queen at the 
time of her marriage with him in 1869. 
From her maternal grandfather, 
Prince Frederick of the Nether! i, 
Queen Louise inherited $15,000,000, 
and she was also left a huge fortune 
by her father. 

As most readers are doubtless aware, 
the late King’s second son, Prince 
Charles, who married Princess Maud, 
daughter of Queen Alexandra, was 
elected King of Norway in 1905. One 
of King Frederick's dreams was 8 
Scandinavian union of Sweden, Nor- 
way, and Denmark for mutual protec- 
tion; but this remains among the as- 
pirations which he did not succeed in 
realizing. :

OLD GOD OF THE CAR 


Tale of the Decay of Juggernaut the 
Grim 


Persoas whose tender childish 
years were nurtured upon tales of 
the unforgettable car of Juggernaut, 
beneath the wheels of which pious 
Hindus flung themselves to be mang- 
led into immortality will hardly read 
without a pang of regret the follow- 
ing report from the ancient city of 
Purl, three huhdred miles south of 
Saleutta,; where Juggernaut has had 
his shrine since 1198 or earlier. 

At one place by the walls, says the 
Christian Herald, is a great figure 
of Juggernaut, carved in relief, and 
standing ¢ighteen feet high. An al- 
most horrible object it is, glossy 
black except for its ape-like face, 
which is brilliant red. Devout pil- 
grims plage fruit or rice before it, 
press their foreheads to its feet, and 
pass on, confident that they have ap- 
peased this god on their long jour- 
ney to the Hindu's paradise. 

Outside the walls of the temple 
lie remnants of this year’s great car 
wheels, eight feet in diametetr and 
a foot thick, mounted on axles twenty 
two feet tong and fourteen inches in 
diameter. One pictures the car as 
carved from costly wood, black with 
age, ornamented. with gold and set 
with precious stones. 

In fact, a new car is built every 
year, in which the god journeys the 
two miles for à fortnight’s rest at 
his garden or country house. Vast 
number of pilgrims grasp the ropes 
and ihe car moves slowly forward 
to the cheers of thousands of specta- 
tors. But the heavy wheels cut 
deep into the sand and it slows down 
end stops. Interest lags, the priest 
now accepting a mere touching of the 
ropes as sufficient service, and hired 
coolies complete the journey, two 
weeks being sometimes necessary to 
traverse the two miles, and an even 
greater time return. The Brit- 
ish Government now prevents the 
Sacrifice of life under the cay, which 
probably accounts for the decline. of 
the festival,
